gented to accept the chairmanship 
of the woman’s side of tha,campaign 
for the successful passage of the 
bond issue. 

A large number of Acianta’s most 
representative women were present 
at the meeting, when Mrs. William 
Percy and Mrs. John Kk. Ottley, 
of the resolutions committee, pro- 
, posed the resolution unanimously 
* passed as follows: 

Whereas, Atlanta has out- 
grown its present public facil- 
jties; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Atlanta 

City Federation of Women’s 

Clubs, 14,000 strong, 18 firmly 

convinced of the necessity and 

wisdom of the $8,850,000 bond 

issue to be voted on March 8, 

in order to provide Atlanta with 

proper schools, sewerage, W2- 
ter and street facilities, ade- 
quate to {ts population.

made in 1919.

Association Goes on Rec- 
ord as Believing in 
Bonds, Rather Than in 
Extra Levy of Taxes. 


Unanimous approval of the pro- 
posed $8,850,000 bond issue was 
voted by the local chapter of the 
American Association of Engineers 


at the chamber of commerce last 
night, following a detailed explana- 
tion of the purposes of the issue by 
Mayor James L. Key. Announce- 
ment was. also. made. Friday that 
the Employers’ association had gone 
on record in eeppert of the move- 
ment. 

The resolutions of approval, as 
passed by the engineers, included a 
condition that in the expenditure 
of the money obtained from bonds 
those in charge should be governed 
by the best interests of the city, 
rather than by any definite loca- 
tions. The motion was presented 
by William A. Hansell. 

Mayor Key reiterated his deter- 
mination to appoint a bond commis- 
sion to direct the expenditure of the 
money, copsistng of men who &re 
“honest and capable, broad in vi- 
sion, willing to work at a per- 
sonal sacrifice for the good of the 
city and who tcom#t and public con- 
fidence.” He inditated that Mrs. 
Samuel Lumpkin and Lee Ashcraft, 
president of the chamber of com- 
merece, would be made, members if 
it was.in his power! and that no 
real estate men would be included 
on it. “Protebly also no engineers 
or architects,'¥ he added. 

Approved by Architects. 

It became known during the dis- 
cussion that the architects of the 
city had voted approval of the bond 
issue several weeks ago, but "had | 
not announced their’ action, for fear 
of being thought interegted parties. 

“The time for a city to build is 
now, when many other businesses 
have ceased,” said Mayor Key. “It 
will bring money back into the 
channels of trade. This is the time, 
when all other businesses are mark- 
ing time.” 

“The school system in Atlanta Is 
one of the most discouraging things 
one cotid meet. Some time ago, a 
tax of 45 cents on the dollar was 
voted to raise about $1,250,000 for 
the schools. That caused a consid- 
erable agitation and increased the 
demand for a bond issue. The bonds 
must be vpeted and some sold be- 
fore this tax is taken off, and even 
then, all that tax cannot be re- 
moved.

Sir Edward Carson Re- 
‘signs Reins as Leader of 
Irish Party. * 


Belfast, February 4.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)\—The Ulster Union- 
ist council today elected Sir James 
Craig, M. P., leader of the party in 
the new parliament to be set up for 
Ulster under the Irish home rule 
act. Sir Edward Carson presided 
over the council session. 

Sir Edward Carson in handing 
over the reins of office as leader of 
the unionist party said a great 
chapter in history in Ulster had 
closed; 
gone through without a single act 
which would disgrace the province. 

Record Is Clear. ® 

“We have a clear record,” Said 
Sir Edward. “Let us pares i<¢.” 

There was an ages-old reproach 
that an Irish parliament in Dublin 
could not be trusted to do justice 
to any protestant minority, Sir Ed- 
ward continued, adding “let us 
take care that this reproach ¢annot 
be made against your parliament. 
From the outset let them see that 
the Catholic miniority will have 
nothing to fear from a Protestant 
majority.” 

Regarding talk of a united Ire- 
land, Sir Edward said: “Ulster can 
be won by sincere professions of 
the same ideals of loyalty to the 
throne, pride in the throne and ac- 
ceptance of those principles which 
have made the country great 
throughout the world, but she will 
never be coerced. Thére can be no 
possible commencement of an ap- 
proach between the north and the 
south of Ireland until the south and 
the west abandon the horrible meth- 
ods they have pursued and now are 
pursuing” 

To Uphold Standards, 


Sir James Craig, in acknowledz- 
ing his election to the leadership, 
declared that his policy in the fu- 
ture would be that of the past—no 
surrender to the  disintergrating 
forces in Ireland. 


“I am an Orangeman to the heart' 


and always shall be an Orangeman 
no matter what my position,” said 
Sir James. “I shall uphold .the 
same standards which have brought 
me to the proud position in which 
you have placed me today.” 


Sir James said there was steady, 


uphill work in view in order to se- 
cure for “our children the heritage 
Sir Edward Carson has handed 
down.” 

The election-of Sir James Craig as 
the first premier of the new Ulster 
parliament means the virtual re- 
tirement of Sir Edward Carson from 
his long standing leadership of 
“the loyal people of the six coun- 
ties” of Ulster. Sir Edward was of- 
fered the premiership on January 
25 by a deputation from Ulster, but 
deglined the honor, saying he felt 
hi¥ age and lacked the strength to 
undertake the arduous duties in- 
volved. He agreed, however, for 
the present to) accept the chairman- 
ship of the Ulster party“in the im 
perial parliament. 

Speaking later in an informal 
way, the newly-elected leader said 
he anticipated the king would come 
to open the new Ulster parliament.

Prominent Men and Wom- 
en Tell Why Atlanta 
Should Raise Fund. of 
; $10,000 for Work. 


Leading men and women of At- 
lanta pledged’ their support to the 
Atlanta Humane society at a mass 
meeting held Friday afternoon at 4 
o'clock at Cable hall, and urged 
the city to support the campaign 


being waged by the society to raise 


$10,000 for the protection of dumb 
animals, helpless and unfortunate 


people, and prison inmates. 

Subscriptions were announced, in- 
cluding a gift of $100 by John A 
Manget, and plans were laid for a 
canvass of the city. 

The meeting was an enthusiastic 
indorsement of the Humane society. 
which for 48 years has been an in- 
stitution in Atlanta, and a pledge 
1on the part of leading citizens that 
they will aid in the effort to raise 
funds necessary for the continuance 
of the work of the society. 

Woods White Speaks. \ 

“This society,” said W. Woods 
White, the first speaker, “thas done 
magnificent work, not only by sug- 
gestion, but by actual service, It 
gives aid and protection, not only 
to dumb animals, but to people in 


misfortune—to littie children,- to 
the old and the sick, and the prison 
inmates. é 

“If it had done nothing else last 
year than bring about the abolish- 
ment of flogging at the c'ty work- 
house, it would have justified its 
existence. It was inta weakened 
condition then because of lack vf 
funds, but the sincerity of its pur- 
pose and the devotion of its mem- 
bers was enough to bring success 
to its efforts. The society should 
succeed in its campaign to raise 
$10,005, and it will succee.” 

Julian Boehm, who followed Mr. 
White, stressed the importance of 
the work done oy the soc’ety and 
exhPressed confidence that Atlanta 
will rally to the aid of the assv- 
ciation which, for aoarly half a 
century,*has worked f vr the preven- 
tion of cruelty and tha relief of 
suffering.

employment of a humane officer te 
work under the direction of the so- 
ciety; efforts toward »orison reform;

tress.

He 
urged improvement of conditions 
at the dog pound& and explained 
what an easy and inexpensive 
thing it would be to construct an 
asphyxiation chamber to put to 
death painlessly all dogs that must 
be killed.

“Flying Squadron” of Three 
States Destroys Stills 
and Moonshine. 


Knoxville, YWenn., February 4.— 
Twenty thousand gallons of beer, 
several nests of stills of from 75 
to 200 gallons capacity, 129 fermen- 
ters, all of 150 gallons capacity and 
200 gallons of whisky were destroy- 
ed in the most sensational raid in 
the history of prohibition in this 
section conducted yesterday in the 
Cosby district of Cocke county. 

Three men were arrested and left 


in the Cocke county jail as a result 
of the raid and twenty men of the 
government's “flying squadron” 
from tho states of North Carolina, 
Virginia and Tenness¢e, in company 
with officials of Marshal Frank W.

“an infernal 
lie,” induced either b a mental 
aberation or some other sinister 


ipfluence, had been changed on 
more mature reflection. 

“I guess someiof it Is so,” he 
sald, “but it’s a pretty hard thing 
to talk about just now. You see, I 
never had the slightest idea that all 
these children that we've raised 
weren’t ours. I didn’t doubt for a 
second that the triplets, which my 
wife says she got from that home, 
were not born right in our house. 
I guess the neighbors were fooled 
as badly as I was—that is, if this 
story is all true.” He persisted in 
maintaining the faint hope that in 
its final denuoment the children 
would prove his. 

“Are you going to keep the chil- 
dren?” he was asked. 

Must Think About It. 

“T can’t tell you that, now,” he 
said. “I’ve got to do some thinking 
about that; hard thinking, too. You 
see, there are nine children at our 
home now. Some of them are about 
getting grown, and they’ve been 
raised to love me like a father, and 
I've always Joved them, like I was 


their father, as I always believed I 
was, I’ve got to think of all those 


things. It’s going to be hard, too. 

“I’ve worked hard for all of them, 
and they’ve been well raised by my 
wife—and, well, you see it’s a hard 
thing to decide whether we ought 
to keep on being mother and father 
to them. It’s hard to believe that 
they aren’t my flesh and blood.” 

The remarkable deception of Mrs. 
South was brought to light by in- 
vestigations of the city health de- 
partment following widespread pub- 
licity given the “birth of triplets” at 
the South home on New Year's eve, 
and the report that Mrs. South was 
then 52 years old and was the 
mother of two sets of twins. 

No Certificate Returned. 

No certificate of the birth of 
triplets had ever been returned to 
the statistician of the health office. 
For weeks he considered it simply 
thé oversight of the attending phy- 
sician. However, during the latter 


part of last week, wishing to close 
his January figures, he sent an in- 
vestigator to the South home. 

The triplets were there, all right, 
and: when asked for the name of 
the physician in attendance it was 
fuurnished. 

The investigator departed from 
the home without the thought of 
suspicion, First grounds for doubt. 
ing Mrs. South’s story were fur- 
nished By the fact that no physician 
ot the name given by her practices 
in Atlanta. 

Records Investigated. 


It was then decided to investi- 
gate the records of Atlanta mater- 
nity homes. The puzzle was solved 
when investigators visited St. Mary’s 
home operated by Mrs. M. R. Mitch- 
ell at 22 Windsor street. Mrs. Mitch- 
ell pro ly and frankly declared 
that she had given the three babies 
to Mrs. South; that_they were not 
triplets but the daughters of three 
mothers and were born respectively 
December 3, December 5 and Decem- 
ber 10; that Mrs. South had requested 
her to keep secret the fact that she 
had taken the children, declaring 
that she wished her husband to be- 
lieve that the “triplets” were theirs; 
that when the board of hegstth in- 
vestigators had first isited the 
South home, Mrs. South had ade a 
hurried call to the hospital and ask- 
ed that Mrs. Mitchell give “her a 
eertificate of birth of triplets; that 
sche had refused this request as

Confronted with this statement 
Mrs. South no longer attempted to 
hide the fact that her husband had 
been deceived not only in the case 
of the triplets, but in the cases of 
six children now alive and two that 
have passed away. : 

_ Why She Adopted Children. 

Her statement carries the thought 


that while prsotSee the deception, 
she was actuated by the humane 
impulse to give the nameless off- 
spring, a name that they could not 
be ashamed of and a chance to 
become good and useful citizens. 

The primary Impulse for the tak- 
ing of the triplets, she declares, 
was furnished by St. Paul’s Meth- 
odist church of which she is a mem- 
ber, to educate the first triplets born 
in the congregation for service as 
foreign missionaries. 

Mrs. South declared she !s re- 
ally the mother of three children 
now grows to maturity and that 
the absence of children from the 
home and her desire to do some- 
thing for the unfortunate little 
ones of the maternity homes actua- 
ted her to her first “adoptions.” 
She declined to say where she ob- 
tained the first four children she 
took under her roof in this strange 
manner. ' 

“The first time I deceived my hus- 
band I did it with one baby. No, I 
won't tell you how I worked it, but 
it fooled him completely,” she de- 
clared. “ I did this because I knew 
he would give them the real love 
of a father, which I didn’t know he 
would give if he knew the children 


were not ours. 

“It was in 1916 that I got the 
first children from Mrs. Mitchell. 
I had my husband believe they were 
twins, but both of them died. Then 
in 1918 I got ‘twins’ from her again. 
There they are,” she said, pointing 
to two neatly dressed and apparent- 
ly thriving kiddées playing on the 
floor as the “triplets” slept peace- 
fully in a crib. 

“Then when the church offered 
to educate the first triplets for the 
missionary field, I saw another 
sprendie chance to do good. My fa- 
ner was a Methodist minister and 
I've always been interested in mis- 
siona work. I went to see Mrs. 
Mitchell, There were three babies 
gust about the same age, so I took 
them and again I deceiyed my hus- 
band completely.” 

Mrs. South was grief-stricken over 
the idea that the real identity would 
be: disclosed. “Why can’t I raise 
——o = mine — give them the 
ame ance as othe ag 
areas: r children she 

Mrs. Mitchell confirmed ever 
part of the statement: “IT kne 
all the time that She was deceiv- 
ing her husband and the public in 
general with the triplet¢ story, 
but it was not my affair. When 
she first took children from this 
home, I investigated’ her character 
and, though I discovered that she 
and her husband were people of 
very limited means, their charac- 
ters were excellent and they had 
rearad the children with every care 
2 attention that real narents he- 


stow. So I was always glad to 
let her have these little ones left 
with me. 

Had to Refuse. 

“However, I had to refuse her 
when she asked me to help deceive 
the health authorities. This is my 
business, my livelihood, and I have 
always lived up to the letter of 
every regulation of the health de- 
partment. The birth of each one of 
these children at this home was 
propertyly attested to and recorded 
by reputable physicians.” 

Clean bills of health were given 
Mrs. Mitchell’s Institution both by 
Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city health offi- 
cer, and Chief of Police Beavers. 
“Mrs. Mitchéll has always oper- 
ated this hospital within the strict 
letter of the law,” declared Dr. Ken- 
nedy. “It is unfortunate that the 
necessity for institutions of this 
character ists, but we know they 
do exist. hese maternity homes 
are strictly regulated and Mrs. 
Mitchell has obeyed, all regulations 
for years. We have never had the 
slightest trouble with her. The 
births of these three babies were 
properly certified to and recorded.” 

Records of the births carry the 
name of the mother, the date of 
birth, the place of birth, and the 
sex of the child. The name of the 
father is omitted by legal] enact- 
ment, Dr. Kennedy explained. “The 
reason is obvious,” he said. “If the 
name of the father were recorded, 
we would have him party to an 
illegal transaction with no proof 
save that of the statement of the 
woman involved. 

“In ninety-nine cases out of a 
hundred, the mothers turn in ficti- 
tious names.” 

Coinciding with Mrs. Mitchell’s 
statement, birth certificates of ba- 
bies born at St. Mary’s on December 
3, December 5 and December 10, 
are on file in the health office.

WILL CONTINUE PROBE 
OF DEATH OF BLAKE 


Dr. J. W. Hurt Exonerated 
of Blame as Result of 
Investigation. 


Despite the fact that the Inves- 
tigation by the United States mar- 
shal into the death of “William 
Blake, a federal prisoner confined 
at Fulton tower, who died several 
mornings ago at a local hospital 
shortly after his remova] from the 


tower from an acute case of dia- 
betes, had peen practically conclud- 
ed Friday morning, with the result 
that Dr. Hurt was exonerated, it 
was learned at the federa) building 
Friday afternoon that the probe will 
probably be resumed tcday, owing 
to new developments. 

Boyce M. Edens, investigator for 
the state board of public welfare, 
who has conducted an investigation 
into the death of the prisoners, held 
a conference witu United States 
Marshal Bond Friday. Although it 
was not divulged what transpired, 
it is understood that the fInvesti- 
gator reported findings that did not 
agree with the findings of Deputy 
Marshal John WwW. Jones, who was 
assigned to the case by Mr. Bond. 

Deputy Marshal Jones interview- 
ed a number of prisoners and and 
prison officials, and the result of 
his visits to the tower was that Mr. 
Bond announced that insofar as his 
department was concerned, Dr. J. 
W. Hurt, who was charged with be- 
ing neglectful in his treatment of 
the prisoner, was absolved from re- 
sponsibility. 

Charges that Blake’s death result- 
ed from “gross negligence” on the 
part of Dr. Hurt, who is physician 


to federal prisoners at the tower,,. 


had been made by John S. McClel- 
land, attorney for the _ prisoner. 
Blake was to have been tried in 
the district court Thursday on a 
charge of sending obscene letters to 
a young Atlanta woman. He was a 
former Chicagoan.

Washington, February 4.—Senate 
got down to business with the Ford- 
ney emergency tariff bill today and 
before the session which convened a 
11 o'clock ended, four amendments 
had been adopted. Votes on the 
amendments, where a record was 
made, showed supporters of the bill 
to have a majority from 10 to 13. 

As the situation stood tonight it 
appeared that the bill would be for 
the most part actually ag well, as 
technically under consideration un- 
til a final vote is reached. Senator 
Penrose, republican, Pennsylvania, 
in charge of the bill, declared that 
it had good prospects of passag 
next week. ; 

Under the program the early part of 
the sessions will probably be devot- 
ed to consideration of appropriation 
bills but later the tariff measure 
will be debated, as it was today, to 
the exclusion of all] else. 

The committee amendment to es- 
tablish an import duty of 40 cents 
a bushel on wheat was twice adopt- 
ed today. It was first taken up with 
only nine senators in the chamber 
and accepted without a dissenting 
vote. Then Senator Harrison, dem- 
ocrat, Mississippi, one of the bitter- 
est opponents of the measure, dis- 
covered what had happened and 
forced a call for a quorum. He said 
he was under the impression the 
senate still was considering a mi- 
nor Indian bill. 

Reconsideration Asked. 

After the quorum call and apn 
hour of desultory debate, Senator 
McCumber, republican, North Dako- 
ta, asked for reconsideration of the 
wheat amendment and it again was 
agreed to, by a vote of 38 to 28. 

The amendments, also from the 
committee, exempting from a tariff 


duty rice to be used in the manufac- 
ure of canned goods likewise was 
adopted. 

The committee amendments fix- 
ing duties of 2 cents a pound on 
fresh and frozen meats, and of 
25 cent ad valorem on prepared 
or preserved meats,- and exempt- 
ing from import duties all live 
stock imported exclusively for 
breeding purposes also were ap- 
proved.* 

Consideration of the duty on 
meats srougnt from Senator Un- 
derwood, of Alabama, democratic 
leader, an attack on what he. de- 
scribed as the iniquities of the 
proposed legislation. He assaulted 
the republican position, inquiring 
whether republican senators had 
“absolutely forgotten that the gov- 
ernment had need for revenue” and 
whether the present bill could be 
accepted as an indication of their 
intention to build a tariff wall 
about the country during the extra 


session. 
Bill Attacked. 


The Fordney bill, Mr. Underwood 
assertedgy could be construed as none 
other than a consumption tax. He 
accused supporters of the bill of 
being willing to legislate money 
from the consumers into the pock- 
ets of speculators and quoted fig- 
ures from a summary of tariff in- 
formation, compiled by the repub- 
lican house ways and means com- 
mittee, to show that imports so 
much complained of ‘‘exist only in 


air.” 


The program of the leaders to at- 
tempt the fixing of a date for a 
vote went into the discard, tem- 
porarily at least, with. the arrival 
of Senator Williams, democrat. Mis- 
Sissippi, who renewed his declara- 
tion that he would not be bound by 
any private agreements. Mr. Wil- 
liams spoke heatedly of “machina- 
en going on around here,” add- 
ng: 

*“T would be a fool to agree to 
something I do not believe in and 
something the result of which I al- 
ready know.” 

The house ways and means com- 
mittee concluded hearings on the 
silk schedule in its consideration of 
a revision of the permanent tariff. 
It plans tomorrow to hear discus- 
ond of tariff rates on paper and 
ooks.

Banks in Tarheel State Now 
Allowed to Charge 
Exchange.

Raleigh, N. C., February 4.—(Spe- 
cial.}—The North Carolina house of 
representatives today passed the bill 
to allow the banks of North Caro- 
lina to charge exchange on out-of- 
town checks, against the methods 


roposed by the Federal Reserve 
nk of Richmond to compel re- 


mittances at par. The bill passed 
the senate last week. 

The new law is a result of the 
letter sent out by the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Richmond last fal) 
notifying the state banks of North 
Carolina that on November 15 they 
would be placed on the federal re- 
serves par list and would there- 
after be expected to remit at par 
for all checks sent them throizh 
the Federal Reserve bank, and that 
if the banks should refuse the Fed- 
eral Reserve bank would collect for 
the checks over the counters. 

After this letter was received, and 
it was found it ould not be re- 
scinded or modified, a meeting of 
the state bankers was called to con- 
sider the situation. Vigorous reso- 
lutions were adopted opposing the 
Federal Reserve bank’s position in 
the matter and an organization was 
effected known as the Bankers’ Pro- 
tective Association of North Caro- 
lina, with a committee of defense 
composed of one member from each 
congressional district. ‘This com- 
mittee recommended that the banks 
remit at par under protest until-the 
Passage of a state exchange law 
could be had, after which all could 
resume the customary charges. It 
is understood moré than 300 banks 
are members of the association. 

The North Carolma law has the 
same object as similar laws passed 
by Mississippi, Louisiana, South Da- 
kota, Georgia and Alabama, but is 
believed by competent judges to 
be an improvement on the laws of 
the other states. All these laws 
are said to have been effective so 
far, and it is not believed there 
will be any effort made to attack 
to evade them. 


The passage of the North Carolina 
law mentioned in the above is of 
‘especial interest in Atlanta and 
Georgia, which is the headquarters 
of a national association organized 
to resist the effort to force all 
banks to remit at par for_checks 
sent through the Federal Reserve 
banks. L. R. Adams, of Atlanta, 
general secretary-treasurer, of the 
National and State Bankefs’ Pro- 
tective association, expressed keen 
satisfaction last night over the ac- 
tion of the general assembly of 
North Carolina and added his belief 
that a number of other states will 
follow suit during the present ses- 
sions of the legislature. He says 
the state laws will eventually com- 
pel congress to accord the same 
rights to the banks that are miem- 
bers of the federal reserve system. 
The national association was active 
in encouraging the organization of 
the North Carolina association, and 
its general counsel, Alexander 
Smith, of this city, took an active 
part in framing the bill and in se- 
curin its passage by the North 
Carolina legislature.

Efforts of State in Baird 
Case to Prove Lancaster 
Bore Bad _ Reputation 
Fail Friday. 


Hamilton, Ala., February 4.—Ef- 
forts of the state to prove that Ser- 
geant Robert Lancaster, national 
guardsmen, on trial in connection 
with the lynching of William Baird 
on January 13, bore a bad reputa- 
tion, failed this afternoon when a 
score of witnesses, including a 
judge, police chief, overseas officer 
under whom the defendant served 
in the world war, and others, tes- 
tified that the young soldier bore 
an excellent reputation, both at his 
home in Tuscaloosa and in France, 
where he fought the Germans. 

Testimony was also given by Lieu- 
tenant L. B. McBride and Sergeant 
S. B. Thompson, company clerk, that 
all members of Company M were 
present or accounted for when 


checked up between 4:35 and 5 
goleck on the morning of January 


Various witnesses had testified 
that Baird was shot to death at 
2:30 a.m. Townley, where the com- 
pany was stationed, is about 16 
miles from: the spot where Baird's 
execution took place. 

Sergeant Thompson also testified 
that he saw Lancaster asleep on 
hisSbunk between 4:30 and 5 o’clock 
on the morning of the lynching. 

Lynching Car. 

The “captain's car” figured prom- 
inently in all the cross-examinations 
today. The prosecution maintains 
that the small car used by the 
lynching party on its trip to the 
Walker county jail was the “cap- 
tain’s car.” Lieutenant McBride de- 
clared on the stand today that no 
car had entered the camp after 4:30 
a. m. on the morning of the lynch- 
ing. % 

Sergeant Thompson said the — # 
tain’s car” was out front when he 
made an inspection, that it was 
muddy, but that this was not un- 
usual. He testified further that he 
saw Lancaster at mess and heard 
him talking, but declared that the 
defendant had made no reference to 
“notches on his gun,” or threats 
against those who “squealed. Sol- 
dier. witnesses for the state had pre- 
viously testified at Lancaster had 
made such statements at mess on 
the morning of the lynching. 

Cross-Examination. 

On cross-examination Lieutenant 
L. B. McBride was asked by Sp-- 
cial Prosecutor Wilkinson if he 
“did not turn pale and trembie 
when the stenographer’s report was 
being read and discussed in Judge 
Wilkinson’s office while the prelim- 
inary investigation was under way. 

An objection was sustained by the 
court, who ruled: -“A man couldn't 
tebtify whether he looked pale or 
not without having a ooking 
giass.” 

Wilkinson explained that he ask- 
ed the question to show the de- 
meanor of the witness during the 
preliminary investigation. ; 

McBride shot back quickly after 
the court had ruled on the point:

He said it 
was not uncommon for Soldiers to 
visit the jail on official business. He 
Lad taken persons under arrest to 
the prison, he said.

Atlanta’s’ Idea 


Tichenor’s Rule Before | Board

Splendid On 


When the grave and reverend 
seignors of football foregather March 
5 in New York to adopt the rules 
under which gridiron contests will 
be played next fall, the most revo~- 
jutionary amendment to the pres- 
ent reguiations and the amen iment 
most sorely needed .will be suggest- 
ed by an Atlanta authority and 
every indication is that it will be 


adopted. 
The author of the new fgule is our 


ancient, honored, esteemed, “he 
slightly bald friend, Mr. Reynolds 
Tichenor, wnom Big Bill Edwards 
graphically describes as the handy 
man of southern football. Mr. Tich- 
enor’s rule puts new restrictions on 
the goal after -touchdown and 
changes this feature of the game 
from a mere formality to a vital 
part of the game. 

Everyone remembers exactly how 
futile and abortive the._change in 
the goal from touchdown rule was 
last year. Previously the goal had 
to be kicked from a point on an 
imaginary line from the spot where 


the ball passed over wr touched the 
opponents’ gual line or had to be 
punted out to a player on the side 
making a tuuchdown who was forc- 
ed to make a fair catch before the 
goai could be attempted trom the 
new point. 

That rule gave One point to the 
side scoring the touchdown. In 
fact, it was worth one-sixth of a 
touchdown when you come down.to 
the mathematics of the thing. As 
tar as giving a numerical expres- 
sion to the comparative football 
energy, skill, and brains displayed 
in kicking the goal from touchdown 
and making a touchdown, it should 
have been scored about one-six- 
teenth of one point. , 

But for some reason, unknown to 
anyone save the rule ma.e®rs, that 
rule was changed tast season. The 
team making the toucndown was al- 
lowed to kick the goal from any 
point on the twenty-yard line. 

The rule simply robbed the goal 
from touchdown of having. the 
slightest particle of sporting value. 
After a touchdown was made, play- 
ers and spectators simply took it 
for granted that the goal would be 
kicked and yawned or rested or 
smoked cigarettes according to their 
several natures and habits. The 
formality completed interest in the 
game was resumed. 

Still this goal counted one point 
or one-sixth the value of a touch- 
down and one-third the value of a 
field goal or one-half the value 
of a safety, which is about the limit 
of absurdity. 

Now Mr. Tichenor’s idea is to re- 
tain the goal after touchdown— 
though. many authorities contend 
that it should be abolished altogeth- 
er—but fnake it a test of skill, cour- 
age, and other football attributes. 

Under the Tichenor plan, after a 
touchdown is made, both teams will 
line up in scrimmage formation on 
the twenty-yard line with the ball 
on a line with the point midway 
between the goal posts. The ball 
Shall then be put in play by the 
side making the touchdown and 
goal shall be attempted either by 
a drop kick or a kick from. place- 
ment. 

If this rule goes into effect—and 
‘tis a consummation devoutely to be 


wished—you’ll see no yawning 
resting or smoking of cigarettes 
while the attempt is bein® made. 


Every player will have a part in 
the play and it’s better than an 
even bet that the attempt will not 
be successful. A team that develops 
a successful drop or placement 
kicker is going to have a worth- 
while advantage over a team that 
doesn’t possess one and the rule 
will work a whole lot toward im- 
proving the kicking feature of the 
game. 

From this particular angle, it 
would seem that Mr. Tichenor has | 
figured out a plan which will give 
the maximum interest to a game 
that has already a stranglehold on 
the American public. :

-.In commenting today on existing conditions in the grain and cot- 
ton markets, the Mechanics and Metals’ bank says: “In general, a 
speculator is successful ‘and enriches himself not in so far as he tries 

_ «to make prices, but in so far a he is correct in guessing what prices 
will be. To seek to restore prices to their former levels by restricting 
speculation .is somewhat comparable to attempting to break a cold 

' wave by smashing the thermometer, or trying to catch a train by 
. turning back one’s watch.” . 


} Traders Are Bearish. 


Professional traders in stocks are bearish because they think 
4 that there is more grain and cotton to be sold, more liquidation to take 
Place in many commodities, more cutting of wages. 

In discussing today this. phase of the situation, one banker reduced 
the whole problem to the following last analysis: “What we are trying 
to dois a 1914 volume of business on a 1920 cost basis.” 

But.the hopeful factor in the situation is that each day records 
efforts made by business men here and there to correct these condi- 
tions. Today’s dispatches from Akron réported that the Miller Tire 
and Rubber company had just posted a reduction in wages, to take 
effect in February, of from 10 to 25 per cent; that the Firestone Tire 
company had cut its wages 10 per cent, while the Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber company had already made a reduction of from 10 to 20 per cent. 


Crude Oil Reduced. 


From Pittsburg came the news that Perfnsylvania crude oil had 
been reduced 25 cents, the second cut this week, bringing the price 
down to $4.75-a barrel. That compares with $6.10, the high for last 
year; $5.00 on January 1, 1920; $4.00 on January 1, 1919; $3.75 at the 
opening of 1918, and $2.75 in January of 1917. 

Next’ it was learned today that during the past week the average 
price of,eight principal iron and steel products had been cut to $64.44 
against $64.86 the 
ruary 3,‘1920. It is true that this is only, a start, but the mere fact 
that a start has been made is decidedly encouraging. The first cut 

4 made in oil only a very short time ago looked small. But it looks now 

_ like oil 1s going.to get back to solid foundation; that is where the 
cpst of doing business will not be on a 1920 basis. Labor in the oil 
ttade will, of course, share in this readjustment. : 


U. S. Rubber Report. 


When analyzed, today’s preliminary report of the United States 
Rubber company for the year ended December 31,° 1920, is highly 
interesting. The income account shows 19.8 per cent earned on the 
$81,000,000 common stock against 17.6 per cent for 1919 on the $72,000,- 
000 stock then outstanding. However, interest calls for $5,649,000; the 
preferred dividend, $5,200,000; the common dividend for $6,480,000; a 
total of $17,329,000. The surplus applicable for payment of these 
three items was $26,925,000. However, as inventories were written 
down $11,000,000, and another $6,000,000, the report says, must come 
off for lésses thus sustained, it is evident that the $26,925,000 surplus 
was not large enough.to pay these losses, together with the year’s in- 
terest and dividend requirements. | 

Inventories ‘are still up to $122,873,000 against $87,633,000 at the 
close of 1919, and $70,900,000 at the close of 1918. On the other hand, 
cash at the rye of 1920 was down to $13,753,000 against $20,837,000 
19, which means that cash went into inventory. But 

something more than cash went into that item. Besides, $87,000,000 
cash and notes outstanding, the company has $13.629,000 accounts 
payable and $49,405,000 notes and loans payable. That means that 
the company is going to appear in the money market as a borrower. 


American Can’ Stock. 


_ Since 2134 was touched ofr American Can on December 23 last, 
-until this week, the price advanced steadily, 32%, the high price for 
1921, being reached last. week. This advance was based on rumors 
that the company wouldenot follow its policy of the past few years in 
selling notes early in the year to raise working capital; that the com- 
pany was, in fact, rolling in hidden wealth; that dividends would be 
started on the common stock.in. the near-future. But this week prac- 
tically all of the advance scored since last December has been lost. 
Now the announcement is made that $12,000,000 in 8 per cent notes 
have been sold to mature serially in September, October, November 
and December. This may or may not mean that dividends will be 
started on the common stock this year. 

There is no question but that the company could start dividends 
any day. It was stated in: this column a few days ago that a private 
audit was being. made that showed earning power and accumulated 
profits which were surprising even to insiders. It has since been 
learned that when the annual report for. 1920 is issued there will be 
some high-class bookkeeping done to plow in under the surface the 
real earning power and aceumulated profits. Up toa ‘few years ago 
the annual balance sheet showed $15,229,000 of current earnings be- 
longing to the shareholders that had been used for improvements 
which were properly chargeable to capital account. die:

February 4.—Con- 
tracts for March delivery sold at a 
new low record for the season in 
the cotton market here this morn- 
ing, but early declines were follow- 
ed by rallies with March advancing 
from 13.10 to 13.57 and closing at 
13.40. The general market closed 
steady at a net advance of 22 to 30 
points. 

The early market was unsettled 
by, the action of Liverpool. The 
anhouncement that the British gov- 
ernment would discontinue the ex- 
cess profits tax this year was con- 
sidcred responsible for an early ad- 
vance itn the English market, but 
Liverpool reacted before trading 
here started and private cables said 
the advance had met Manchester 
and American selling. The local 
market opened barely steady at an 
advance of #4 to 11 points, but 
quickly eased on the lower late 
cables with May selling off to 13.50 
and July to 13.90, or 2 to 5 points 
net lower. 

There was buying on this decline 
attributed to both foreign and _ do- 
mestic trade interests and the mar- 
ket rallied during the middle of the 
day on covering. May sold up to 
13.95 and July to 14.33, making net 
advances of 38 to 43 points, and 
the advance was accompanied by re- 
ports of a better spot demand in 
some of the eastern belt markets. 
The volume of business tapered off 
sharply at the higher prices, how- 
ever, and the close was to 15 
points off from the:best under real- 
izing by early buyers, Notwith- 
standing the reaction in Liverpool 
nd unfavorable Manchester trade 
advices, the British tax news made 
a favorable impression in some 
quarters here and, probably _ pro- 
moted realizing by recent sellers. 

Sales of print cloths in the Fall 
River market for the week were e5- 
timated at only 90,000 pieces, but it 
was reported that mills had pretty 
well sold up their stocks of goods 
during January.

COVERING MOVEMENT 
BOOSTS NEW ORLEANS 


New Orleans, February 4.—A gen- 
eral covering movement among 
shorts put the cotton market high- 
er today, price standing 42 to 48 
points up in the late trading, with 
March at 13.25. Just on the close 
offerings were-more liberal and the 
consequence was that last prices 
were at net gains of only 26 to 32 
points, with March at 13.15. No 
great volume of fresh buying for 
long account appeared at any time 
and the market rose mainly on its 
technical strength: 

Better cables than due opened the 
market at higher levels and the 
advance was continued on private 
messages from Engtand stating that 
the British government had remov- 
ed excess profits taxes. Reports 
from the eastern belt that no prog- 
ress at all had been made toward 
pitching the new crop and claims 
of a better spot demand from points 
both in the east and western 
pelts, increased the buying power 
of the market and in the early aft- 
ernoon highest levels were reuched 
following the posting of the weekly 
statistical statement. It showed 
mill takings for the week of 289,- 
000 bales, against 304,000 this week 
last year and 229,000 this week two 
years ago, figures that were far 
above general expectations.

3,046,000 versus 3,886,000 to even date last

American and Euro spinners of Amer- 
ican cotton hold small stock of the raw 
rroduct, especially southern mills, which 
hold only about one-half as much ag at this 
time one year ago. 

Therefore, the revival of the spot demand, 
leng overdue, is probably near at hand. Its 
failure to revive so far hag held the mar- 
ket down, but any definite indications of 
it becoming ,active will likely be reflected 
in a market tending higher. 

Prospects are that the last half of this 
season will witness increasing exports and 
mill takings, at a time when they were 
decreasing last year. 

The market for spots at sore ints in 
the south is down to a new low ievel for 
the season and contract values are not far 
from the season’s previous low levels.

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Failures Show — 
Sharp Increase. 
During January 


As was not unexpected, with the 
continued readjustments in bus 
ness, the opening month of the new 
year brought a further sharp in- 
crease in number of failures in the 
United States, though the \liabil- 
ities are considerably smaller than 
those of December. Thus, the 1,895 
commercial defaults reported to R. 
G. Dun & Co., in January show an 
increase of 370, or 24.3 per cent, 
over the 1,525 insolvencies of the 
immediately preceding month; 
whereas the indebtedness of $83,- 
136,631 Ig $6,736,000, or 11.4 per 
cent. below the unprecedentéd 
monthly total of $58,871,539 of De- 
cember, 1920 

Comparing with the returns of 
January, last year, allowance must 
be made for the fact that the faill- 
ures then were abnormally moderate, 
the 569 defaults of that month be- 
ing the smallest on record for the 
period, and the liabilities of $7,- 
240,032 ‘also being less than in Jan- 
uary of all years in more than,a 
quarter of a century. 

The January insolvencies of the 
present year are the largest in num- 
ber of any month since January of 
1916, when the number was 3,009, 
and the indebtedness is the heaviest 
excepting that of December, 1920,;of 
all months back to June 1914, 
when the amount approximated 
$57,900,000. The liabilities involved 
by last month’s defaults, moreover 
exceed those of any previous Jan- 
uary, but the number is smaHer 
than in January of the years 1916, 
1912, 1908 and 1894, as well as 1916. 

Of the January failures, eighty- 
two were for $100,000 or more in 
each case, amounting to $24,968,126 
altogether; these large defaults rep-

iresenting 4.3 per cent of the total 
‘number for the month and 47.9 per 


cent of the aggregate indebtedness. 
This marks a decrease from the 
ninety-seven large insolvencies for 
$36,532,000 of December, 1920, tire 
number then representing 6.4 per 
cent of the total and the Habilities 
62.1 per cent.

Nearly 400 Guests Escape 
From Famous Augusta 
Hostelry That Burned 
Early Friday Morning. 


Augusta, Ga., February 4.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The Bon Air, among the best 
known of southern winter resort 
hotels, was destroyed By fire which 
broke out early this morning, the 
structure being in ashes by 6 a. m., 
after burning two hours and a half. 
The destruction was complete, ex- 
cept for servants’ quarters. 

The guests left the hotel in an 
orderly manner, no one of them be- 
ing injured, though many of thent 
lost personal effects, the sum total 
of which is in the tens of thou- 
sands of dollars. 

One of the best seasons was at 
its height, practically all of the 260 
guest rooms beings occupied. Leav- 
ing the burning structure the guests 
found refuge inthe Partridge Inn, a 
nearby winter resort hotel. In ad- 
dition scores of the heads of fami- 
ies residing in The Hill section pre- 
sented themselves at the fire and 
sought to make the hotel guests 
their home guests, with the result 
that several of the visitors found 
accommodations in this way. Some 
of these visitors are to remain here 
for the winter in their newly found 
homes, and: others are seeking to 
rent cottages on The Hill. ~The 
Partridge Inn has “taken as many 
of the “homeless” ones as possi- 
ble, and downtown hotels filled 
during the day. 

Léaves in Private Car. 


Judge R. C. Lovett, president of 
the Southern Pacific and Union Pa- 
cific railroads, who was one of the 
guests, left the city in his private 
car this afternoon. He and his 
party lost a great deal of cléthing. 
Nathan Strauss, who has a cottage 
on The Hill, took in Sir Ashley 
Sparks and Lady Sparks, of the Cu- 
nard line. Dr. P. C. Comey took in 
Mr. and Mrs. Cabot Moss, of Boston. 
Mr. and Mr. John C. White went to 
the Partridge Inn. Mr. White was 
formerly lord mayor of Belfast, and 
is a brother of the late J. B. White, 
who, at his death, gave Augusta 
half a million dollars. 

Twenty-two Years Old. 

The Bon Air opened December 16, 
1889, with C. A. Linsley as manager. 
It was built on the site of the home 
of the Late W. H. Tutt. Its capl- 
tal stock is $300,000, and all of the 
stock is owned in Augusta, Dr. W. 
H. Harrison oWning the largest 
block. Continued additions to the 
hotel have been made from the earn- 
ings from time to time, ' 

In the hotel there were 260 guest 
rooms filled up to accommodate 400 
persons. The property, buildings 
and furnishings, was worth one m)}- 
lion dollars, and the insurance was 
$550,000. 

The Bon Air did not prosper well 
during the first few years. Twen- 
ty-five years ago C. G. Trussell be 
came manager, and he has made the 
hostelry known throughout the 
country. ‘Leading men of America 
seek it annually. William H. Taft 
is an annual patron. He stopped 
at the hotel during the time elapsing 
between his election to be president 
and his inauguration. John D. 
Rockefeller for years made it his 
winter headquarters. Henry C. 
Frick, in life, was an annual visitor. 

Harding Was Guest. 

Governor James M. Cox spent 

much of his time there last win- 


ter. Nicholas Murray Butler had 
reservations for this season. War- 
ren G. Harding was a guest last 
year. Lord O’Shaunessy, director of 
Canadian railroads, left the hotel 
last week. 

Men of prominence ‘in business, 
Olitics and literature have annual- 
y met there. There has been no 
season when the demand for acconr 
modations was not in excess ofthe 
supply. The future of the hotel 
has not yet been decided, pending 
a conference of the stockholders, 
but the general idea is that it will 
be rebulit and completed in time 
for th ext season. Nathan Strauss 
has made an offer to chip in finan- 
cially, in however large or small 
amount, to bring about prompt re 
construction. 


Defective Insulation. 

It is believed the fire resulted 
ffom defective insulation at dn elec- 
tric switch box in a corner of the 
dining room. The building was a 
frame. seepetuxe and burned rapidly.

Mr. Arkwright said that the com- 
pany had been totally ignored about 
the DeKalb avenue project and no 
demand for a concrete track foun- 
dation nor any other demand was 
made by the city, and if there had 
been the company wouldn't have 
complied. 

The present track is of standard 
construction and is good, insisted 
Mr. Arkwright. He said the raliis 
were laid in 1904 and are 7-inch, 70- 
pound T-rails, built on créosoted 
crossties. “It is a good track,” he 
continued, “and has seven or elght 
yeas more of useful life before it.” 

Character of Material. 

Blame for breaking down of the 
pavement was iaid by Mr. Ark- 
wright to the character of the ma- 
Yerial used. “DeKalb avenue,” said 


Mr. Arkwright, “is a main 
pir.

He expressed the opinion that 
under the law, if the city. insists 
on concrete foundations for street 
car tracks, it must bear the ex- 
pense itself.

ATLANTA MUNIGPAL 
COURT RUNS AT LOS 


Audit Shows That It Costs 
$1.10 for Every $1.00 
Collected. 


lay asphalt 


An audit of the books of the 
municipal court of Atlanta shows 
that $1.10 is spent to collect $1, and 
that the loss in the court for 1920 
was $19,880.80. The audit was re- 
ferred to by commissioners at the 
monthly meeting last Wednesday. 

J. L. Respess,’public accountant, 
was employed to audit the various 
departments of the county, and his 
report is now on file with the clerk 
of the commission. 

The audit sets out that for every 
dollar collected in litigation in 1919 
the municipal court: cost $1.10; and 
that there was an expenditure of 
94 cents for every dollar the court 
collected last year. 

In the year closing September 30, 
1919, it cost the county $75,513.20 to 
collect $67,950.11 for litigants in the 
municipal court, and last year the 
cost was $82, 494. 42 to collect $87,- 
128.48. These costs go for the ex- 
Ppenses of the offices of the clerk 
and marshal. A large staff of 
bailiffs is maintained to serve the 
suits filed in the clerk’s office. 


Operated at Loss. 


The county operated the munic- 
ipal court at a Joss in 1920 of $19,- 
880.80, which w@s $9,693.10 less than 
was ‘lost in 919, Mr. Respess’ 
audit sets out. The legislature in- 
creased the costs the court may col- 
lect 45 per cent last year, which off- 
set the loss considerably between 
the two years, the report says. 

The salaries of the municipal 
court judges have been increased 
from $4,800 to~$6,000 for the chief 
judge and from $4,200 to $5,400 for 
the four associate judges, which, 
the audit. points out must be con- 
sidered in figuring further losses. 

The audit sets out the expenses, 
receipts and losses of the municipal 
court for the last four years as fol- 
lows:

Many Suits Filed. 


These expenses do not include the 
cost of maintaining the court’s 
office and courtrooms, the audit 


Says. 

In 1920 there were filed 13,865 
suits, 3,853 distress and disposses- 
sory cases, 270 foreign processes and 
1,355 criminal cases, a total of 
19,348 cases, on which the above 
mentioned loss of $19,880. 80, or 
$1,027 per case, was undergone. 

Five commercial concerns of At- 
lanta were responsible for 15 per 
cent of the court’s loss in the last 
Several years, and ten companies 
would cover 20 per cent. of the 
losses, says the report. Ten com- 
panies filed 2,733 of the 1920 cases, 
causing’ a deficit to be met by the 
county of $3,607.74, and one com- 
pany alone filed 1,068 cases last 
year, causing a loss of $1,0 096. 73.

Creighton’s Position. 

“Prior to the arrests on New Year’s 
Eve,” asserted Manager Creighton, 
“Chief Beavers and myself have been 


in accord on the enforcement of pro- 
hibition laws. And we are together 
still,” said he, “with one exception. 
Chief Beavers did not give us the 
opportunity to discover and leaps 
the actual violators of the law. On 
this occasion I anticipated that vio- 
lations of the law would be attempt- 
ed and offered a reward of $1,000 
for information leading tothe arrest 
ang conviction of any of my pernere.

For Prevention 


Of Delinquency 


Co-operation of all organizations 
of the community for the solution 
of the delinquency problem was ad- 
vocated by Dr. O. F. Lewis, secre- 
tary of the National Prison asso- 
ciation, at. a meeting held Friday 
afternoon at the chamber of com- 
merce under the auspices of the 
Georgia Council of Social Agencies. 

“Treatment of delinquency in the 


future will not be a matter of pris- 
ons, or even of courts, but will be 


accomplished by the communities 
themselves,” he said. “The respon- 


sibility for delinquency lies: in the 
community, and must be recognized 
there.” 

“The cause which underlies most 
crimes is a desire to have a good 
time,” he declared. “Neither mal- 
ice nor depravity accounts for the 
majority of crimes, I believe. They 
are committed because the perpe- 
trator desires to have as good a 
time as everybody else, and is in 
cireumstances where this is impos- 
sible without dishonesty. Through 
giving children, who normally would 
not have a good time, the opportu- 
nities for recreation, much crime 
can be eliminated.”
